WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—Constantin Fotitch, former Yugoslav am­ 
bassador to the United States, said today that Gen, Draja Mihailovich's 
I Chetniks had rescued more than 600 American aviators forced to bail 
j out over Yugoslavia. 
Mihailovich's forces built a special airfield with "their bare hands 
and primitive equipment” so that American planes could land to evac­ 
uate the 600 Americans and "scores” of other Allied fliers, Fotitch 
•aid in a letter to the United Press, 
Mihailovich was the leader of anti-Axis guerrilla forces In Yugo­ 
slavia in the early years following that country's seizure by Germany.

Chaplin replied to a proposal by 
Sen.

He said that Joan 
Barry, his former drama protege, 
was encouraged in filing her pater­ 
nal suit against him by the same 
forces who inspired the deportation 
proposals. 
"It s all part of a political per­ 
secution,” Chaplin said. “It’s been 
going on for four years ever 
since I made an anti-Nazi film, 
believed to be an 18,000-ton con­ 
verted merchant ship.

Dr. Church's Ideas 


F ir-t, Dr. Church believes th at 
there is not ju st one thing th a t is 
the cause of a cold, or rath e r th a t 
is a cold. This is certainly true. One 
fellow has an old sinus light up, 
another a residual spot of infec­ 
tion in tho bronchial tubes, another 
has a regular rhinitis, but they all 
say they have caught cold and dis­ 
cuss all of those varied things as if 
they were the same thing, so no 
wonder with everybody talking at 
cross purposes, the subject gets 
mixed up. 
Even if germ s are the cause of 
colds, says the doctor, germ s are 
not the only things involved. “My 
florist has barrels of grass seed 
in his store, but it does not grow. 
W hy? Because it is not in th* 
proper soil. It requires for growth 
am ong other things a g rea t deal 
of decayed anim al and vegetable 
m atter. So these cold germ s do 
not propagate and grow if they do 
not find the proper condition*.’’ 
Proper Condiilon* 


W hat are the proper conditions ? 
Well, we call them colds and cold 
w eather certainly must have some­ 
thing to do with their propaga­ 
tion. And preferably cold, cia up, 
and raw w eather. Some sort of ex­ 
po-u re of the skin conduces to the 
development of a cold. The reflex 
reaction* of the skin are very real. 
Very superficial burns of tile 
skin if they cover a fairly Luge 
p art of the surface of the body are 
dangerous to the point of fatality. 
W hy? The heart, the lungs, the 
stom ach, the brain ara all intact. 
But th a t extra six square inches 
of destroyed skin can cause death. 
W hy, therefore, if a large part 
of the skin becomes wet and cold 
and loses its active circulation 
should not th at constitute a reason 
for the preparation of decreased 
resistance and lay the ground for 
a proper soil for the germ s of a 
cold ju st as the wet spring soil is 
the proper place to make the seeds, 
th a t seem so dead in the barrel, 
grow ? 
The scientists will all scoff at 
this, but the fact rem ains th a t soil 
is ju st as im portant for the propa­ 
gation of colds as for seeds. W here 
do the cold germ s go in the sum- 


plus stuffing ourselves out of all 
countenance with too much food 
and all kinds of tra il that comes 
under the head of food, we add to 
the possibilities of susceptibility 
to colds. 
Here are the d< tor’* rules for 
reducing the po-'Sitiiity of catch­ 
ing cold: 
First, keep your skin in good 
physiological commission, as much 
of it, as much of the tim e as 
weather will permit. This. accord­ 
ing to the ideas advanced in the* 
above paragraph. 
Second, eat according to your 
work. Most people lead fairly sed- 
eatery lives, doing light work com 
parable to a one horse power 
steam engine, but they stoke up as 
if they were doing five hone pow 
er. All the. e extra calories have 
to go somewhere. 
Third, get enough of all the gen­ 
eral constituents of food — pro­ 
teins, starches, sugars, fats, m in­ 
erals and vitam ins. 
Fourth, drink a t least ten large 
tumblersful of water a day. This 
is five pints. The kidneys excrete 
three pints, the lungs one p.nt, 
leaving a pint to keep the skin 
working.
